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Continuation of Item 11: In the remarks filed 7/18/05; Applicants argue in substance that (1) there is no motivation to combine Freeman 
with Dang; (2) Davis is directed to managing revenue while the claims are directed to managing costs. 

In response to Applicants* argument (1) f the Examiner respectfully submits that Freeman explicitly states that it is a function the 
disclosed system to look for more efficient and cost effective ways of doing business (see column 9, lines 19-21). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to look to systems such as that described in Dang which provides a more cost 
effective way of doing business within a healthcare network (see column 1 1 , lines 5-8). 

In response to Applicants' argument (2), the Examiner respectfully submits that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In this case, the Examiner has only relied upon the 
teachings of Davis for the elements of identifying physicians at a greater risk of not receiving a predetermined reimbursement amount 
and modifying their management behavior to reduce that risk. These elements are clearly disclosed by Davis. Furthermore, the 
Examiner respectfully notes that the physician compensation is directly tied to the costs of the pracitce (see paragraph 20) 
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
